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The bill entitled, An act rclating to licences for the
salc of spirituous liquors,

Was being read the second time, when,

On motion of Mr. Emory,

The tollowing amendment was read and assented to:

Add the following, after the 7th section:

““And be it enacted, That no person, to whom a -
cence shall be granted as aforesaid, shall =ell any spi-
vituous liquors, in any quautity whatsoey er, to any ne-
gro or mulatto.*’

The bill was then read through, and ordered to be
engrossed for a third reading.

The clerk of the house of delegates delivered the fol-
lowing resolutions:

A resolution relative to the copy of the judicial re.

On motion of Mr. Forrest,

Was taken up for consideration,

On motion of Mr. Forrest,

A guesticn of order was made, to wit:
